GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-_ 

AN ORDINANCE REGARDING RESIDENCE 
REQUIREMENTS OF OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA 
EXCEPT THOSE EXEMPTED BY STATE LAW. 


WHEREAS, by legislative enactment the State of Indiana 
has exempted from residence requirements within the city 
limits of second class cities. City Attorneys and Heads 
of Legal Departments of cities of the second class in the 
State of Indiana (IC-18-5-13-1) and members of the Police 
and Fire Departments of such cities (IC-19-1-2-1); and 

WHEREAS, except as above exempted by legislative 
enactment it is in the interests of the City of Fort Wayne 
to enact an Ordinance requiring all appointive officers and 
all employees' of the various departments of the City of 
Fort Wayne to reside within the city limits of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE: 


SECTION 1. That except as expressly exempted by 
State Law all appointive officers and all employees' of the 
various departments of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana shall 
reside within the city limits of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. 


SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and signature by the 
Common Council and approval by the Mayor of th^CTity^Of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana.
